Yesterday 1 saw Mr. Moncure Ro-
birson walking down the long porch
sim-ip.arm with a friend.

Mr. Robinson is fond of talking with
old friends, and discuases railroad mat-
ters with as much decision now 88 when
he was the dominant power in the rail-
road line between Richmond sad Quan-
tico.
